Breakdown in 
Beirut cease-fire 


BEIRUT. — Rival Lebanese mili- 
tias battled with rockets, mortars 
and machineguns in several sections 
‘of Beirut yesterday as thelr two- 
day-cld cease fire broke down for 
the second time. 

Police sources said 11 more per- 
sons, including a 15-year-old girl 
were killed and about 50 wounded 


six days of fighting between right- 
wing Christian and left-wing Mos- 
lem political party militias to more 
than 200 dead and 310 wounded. 
The total since sectarian clashes 
erupted in April rose to more than 
3,200 casualties. 

A cease-fire arranged by visiting 
Syrian foreign minister Abdul Ha- 
lim Khaddam on Saturday broke 
down after nightfall when heavy 
exchanges of mortars, rockets and 
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machinegun fire erupted in Sinn 
El Fil and Dikwaneh, two subur- 
ban trouble spots, witnesdes said. 
Shooting waa also reported in 
several other sections of the city. 

Khaddarm was trying to set up 
a “national dialogue committee” 
containing representatives of all 
Lebanon's religious secta to talk out 
the animosity that has turned Bei- 
Tut into a combat zone. 

He also was working on getting 
Joint cease-fire patrols started to 
end the street clashes that have 
taken about 420 Uves in Tripoli and 
Beirut since Sept. 3, wounding twice 
that many. 

The national committee and joint 
patrols were announced over the 
weekend, but continuing combat 
prevented their being put into prac- 
tice. The reconcillation efforts algo 
were hindered by deep splits with- 
in Premier Rashid Karami's gov- 
ernment. 


Leaders of the capital’s Mosiem 
and Christian militias reiterated 
their intention ta ablde " by the 
cease-fire Monday night after 8 
day of persisting clashes and rising 
tension. The night passed with only 
isolated explosions and few machine 
gun exchanges, police reported. 

But thousands of armed men 
from both sides manned barricades 
and sandbag machinegun nesta 
across the hard-hit eastern Beirut 
suburbs and in several other sec- 
tions of the city. 

The privately-owned Lebaneze air 
carrier, Mid@le East, Airlines, pull- 
ed six jetliners out of the coun- 
try to remove them from the risk 
of getting hit on the ground at 
Beirut airport, company sources 
said. A bullet from nearby fighting 
smashed through the departure 
lounge window early Monday. 

Traffic picked up Slightly in some 
quarters but businesses and govern- 
ment offices remained locked up and 
most residents stayed in their 


‘| homes. Long lines formed outside 


bakeries ag shoppers replenished 
their pantries. Garbage piled high 
on street corners, rotting in the 
September sun.

Kissinger sounding out 


Israel and Syria 
Uréges ‘informal’ forum

Kissinger, now in New York for 
the opening session of the UN Gen- 
eral Assembly, will attempt to ex- 
plore possibilities for such an 8- 
ment, which he believes should be 
attempted as the next diplomatic 
step in the Middle East, the sources 
said, 

Allon is in New York attending 
the Assembly session, and Khaddam 
arrives shortly to represent Syria. 

The sources here sald Kissinger’s 
proposal during a speech before the 


Agsembly on Monday to convene 
such an informal gathering was 
primarily a “trial balloon” designed 
to test Syrian, Israeli and Soviet 
reactions, 

The Secretary has made it clear 
that he would like to see Isracli- 
Syrian negotiations commence, but, 
unlike the case with Egypt, Kissin- 
ger feels the Soviet Union must be 
given a formal role in these nego- 
tiations. 

The U.S. thinking is that the 
Kremlin has considerably more in- 
fluence in Damascus ‘than in Cairo, 
and if the Soviets are britated by

There 
was obviously some embarrassment 
at the fact that Israel had not been 
fully briefed ahead of time on the 
details of the Secretary's idea. By 
Jast night, Israel was still not 
familiar with those details. 

Officials said they awaited today’s 
Kissinger-Allon breakfast meeting 
in New York to obtain a fuller pic- 
‘ture of what the Secretary had in 
mind. 

Some official circles, cited by Is-

Jordan's King Hussein arrived yes~ 
terday afterncon in Damascus for 
8 brief visit. The vistt came in the 
wake of reports that Amman would 
seek Soviet-made anti-aircraft mis- 
giles, presumably through Damas- 
cus, after rejecting American con- 
ditions for the sale to Jordan of 
14 Hawk anti-aircraft batteries. 


Contrary to statements {from 
Washington, Jordanian officials said 
their government rejected American 
strings attached to the Hawk mis- 
sile deal. 

Earlier this week, Jordan was 
reported to he canaidering negottat- 
ing with France for -the purchase 
of missiles. 

The Jordanian monarch’s trip to 
Syria also coincides with pan-Arab 
efforts to convene a tripartite sum- 
mit of Syria, Egypt and Jordan. 
The aim would be to settle the 
dispute between Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat and Syrian leader 
Bafez Assad over the conclusion of 
the Sinai interim settlement be- 
tween Hgypt and Israel. - 


Syrian Premier Mahmoud Ayyou- - 


bi was yesterday quoted in the Da- 
mascus press as having told parlia- 
ment Monday night that Egypt com- 
mitted a great error in the 
Sinai agreement. He said Syria 
would never negotiate a similar Go- 
lan interim settlement even if Israel 
withdrew from the entire Golan 
Heights, Ayyoubi said Israel emerg- 
ed as the main beneficiary of the 
Sinai accord. : 


Ayyoubi rejected Sadat’s charges 
that Syrian opposition to the Sinai 
accord was instigated by the Soviet 
Union. ‘“Bgyptian officials know 
better than else that we 
do not receive directives from the 
Soviets or from any other quar- 
ter,” he said. . 


In view of the new circumstances 
arising from the conclusion of the 
Sinai interim accord, Syria “hag 
reconsidered its political action plan 
and future steps,” said Ayyoubi. 
This statement was viewed as an 
indication that Syria would not en- 
ter into separate negotiations for 
an interim settlement and thet it 
might not renew the mission of the 
UN peacekeeping forces on the Go- 
lan at the end of November unless 
the Geneva conference or another 
alternative Mideast forum, as sag- 
gested by Dr. Kissinger this week, 
is convened before December. 


Seoul reapplies to UN 
UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — South 
Korea this week reapplied for mem- 
bership in the UN. In August the 
Security Council refused to consider 
Seoul's application although the 
U.S. had said it would veto the 
applications of North and South 
Vietnam as long as the South Ko- 
Yreans are rejected. 


Investigation into Nasser era 
_ Egyptian security officials 
say Amer was poisoned 


CAIRO (AP). — Security off- 
ciais said yesterday that Egypt's 
former War Minister Abdel Ha- 
kim Amer apparently was killed 
by poison in 1967, three months 
after the armed forces were van- 
quished by Israel, and did not 
commit suicide as the govern- 
ment announced at the time. 

Toxicologist Mohamed Diab be. 

. lieves be has established that 
Amer died 20 minutes after he 
wag administered a small dose 
of a colourless, odourless, taste- 
legs poison known medically as 
aquantine, the officials said. 

Diab concluded that “Amer 
could not possibly have commit- 
ted suicide and aj) indications 
show he was poisoned" with 
aquantine that had been import- 
ed from West Germany or Swit. 
zerlund, the officials said. 

They gave no further details 
on reports that first appeared in 
Gairo’s state-run newspapers. 

On August 30, 1967, Field 
Marshal Amer, who also was 
Vice President and the closest 


associate of the late president 
Gamal Abdel Nasser since 1938, 
was arrested with a group of 
officers on suspicion of trying 
to mount a conspiracy aimed at 
ousting Nasser. On Sept. 15, the 
government announced Amer 
committed suicide in his prison 
cell. 

Egyptian police are investigat- 
ing the deaths of Amer and 
others during the Nasser era in 
an effort to determine whether 
to bring murder charges against 
those involved. 

The liberalization of Egyptian 
life introduced by president An- 
war Sadat, who succeeded Nas- 
Ser five years ago, has encou- 
raged many Egyptians to seek 
indemnities from the state for 
relatives who died under myste- 
rious circumstances, 


One family of a deceased pri. 
son camp torture victim already 
has received 10,000 Egyptian 
Pounds ($25,000) from the state 
after bringing suit. 


Among those who have been 
questioned in the poison case 90 
far are former intelligence chief 
Salah Naar and two former Jus- 
tice Ministers. 

According to newspaper ac. 
counts, one of Nassger’s aides has 
testifed to the Prosecutor Gen- 
eral that in 1963 Nasser import. 
ed quantities of aquantine poison 
to be used for “the state's high 
interests." 

The intelligence chief lost his 
Post after the 1967 war. 

Another caze under investiga~ 
tion concerns Nasser’s personal 
Physician, Dr. Anwar El Mufti, 
who died suddenly in 1964, ap- 
Parently not from natural cau- 
ses. ο 

Mufti is said to have advised 
Nasser that his diabetes im- 
paired his mental ability and 
made him unfit to run the coun- 
try. Nasser was treated for dia- 
betes seVeral times in the Soviet 
Union before his death from 2 
heart attack in 1970. ;

TEL AVIV. — Holon citizens, es- 
pecially residents of the city's south- 
eastern quarters who have for many 
years been the principal victims of 
Israel's growing air traffic, were 
yesterday promised a measure of 
relief from the thundering roar of 
early morning and late night air- 
port takeoffs. 

New flight regulations, due to go 
into effect tomorrow, will reroute 
all departures from the new “silent” 
runway, bearing southwest to north- 
east. This should take the planes 
south of the city centre, over the 
cemetery area on the city’s south- 
ern outskirts at an altitude of some 
3,000 feet. Incoming flights will now 
use the “old” runway, the only one 
equipped with an instrument landing 
system for safer night and all- 
weather conditions landings. 

The new flight regulations were 
distributed yesterday to all com- 
panies servicing Israel. 

However, Malraz (the National 
Council for the Prevention of Noise 
and Pollution) yesterday disclosed 
that it has asked the Mayor of 
Rishon Lezion to halt construction 
on 2 pew garden suburb, known as 
Ganei Yehuda, which will be direct- 
ly underneath the new flight path 
decreed by the Ministry of Trans- 
port,

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Memorable talks with Kennedy a 


DURING my nine years as 
Foreign Minister, I visited the 
United Nations often after that 
frustrating spell in 1956. I was 
there at least once a year as 
head of Israel's delegation to the 
General Assembly, and there 
wasn't a single time that I didn't 
make an attempt to contact the 
Arabs somehow — or, to my 
sorrow, a single time that I 
succeeded, 

I remember once, in 1957, see- 
ing Nasser there from a distance 
and wondering what would 
happen if I just went over to him 
and began to chat. But he was 
surrounded by his bodyguards, 
and I had my bodyguards, and it 
‘obviousty wouldn't work. But 
Tito was at that same session, 
and I thought perhaps I could 
talk to him and he would arrange 
something. 

So I asked someone in our 
delegation to talk toa member of 
the Yugoslav delegation and try 
‘to set up a meeting between Tito 
and me. I waited and waited and 
waited. I even postponed my 
return to Israel, but there was no 
reply. Then, the day after I had 
left New York, we got an 
answer: Tito would meet me in 
New York. But I was already 
back home. We tried again — 
there was silence again. 

There wasn't one possible in- 
termediary whom I didn't ap- 
proach during that period. At 
one Assembly session, I became 
quite friendly with the wife of the 
acting head of the Pakistani 
delegation, that country’s am- 
bassador to London. One day she 


approached me, of her own ac-- 


cord, and said: ‘‘Mrs. Meir, if 
we women are in politics, we 
ought to try and make peace.” 
Well, that was just what I had 
been waiting for. I said to her: 
“Let me tell you something. 
Never mind about peace. Invite 
a few of the Arab delegates to 
your home and invite me. I don't 
want to meet them for peace 
negotiations. Just to talk. Just to 
sit in one room together.'’-She 
said: ‘‘That's wonderful. I'll do 
it. Pll start to organize it at 
once." So I waited and waited, 
but nothing happened. 

One day I asked her to have e 
cup of coffee with me in the 
Delegates’ Lounge, and we were 
sitting there when the Foreign’ 
Minister of Iraq came in, (He' 
was the gentleman who had once 
pointed at me from the General 
Assembly rostrum and said: 
‘‘Mrs. Meir, go back to 
Milwaukee — that's where you

helong.’’) She turned white. “My 
God," she said, ‘he'll see me 


talking to you,” and she got upin | 


a panic and left. That was the 
end of that. 

But there were brighter 
moments during those years and 
some ' very memorable 
meetings. One of the most 
memorable was with President 
Kennedy shortiy before he was 
assassinated. I went down to 
Florida, where he was vacation- 
ing, and we talked for a very 
long time — and very informal- 
ly. ᾿ 
δ. We sat on the porch of the big 
house in which he was staying, 
and I can still see him, in his 
rocking chair, without a tie, with 
his sleeves rolled up, listening 
very attentively as I tried to ex- 
plain to him why we so 
desperately needed arms from 
the United States. He looked so 
handsome and still so boyish 
that it was hard for me to 
remember that J was talking to 
the President of the United 


States — though I suppose he | 


didn’t think I looked much like a 
Foreign Minister either!

current situation in the Middle 
East. Then, suddenly, it occured 
to me that this bright young man 
might not understand very much 
about the Jews and what Israel 
actually meant to them, and I 
decided that I ought to explain 
that to him before I went on talk- 
ing about why we had to have 
arms. So I said: ‘Mr. President, 
let me tell you in what way 
Israel is different from other 


countries. We have a unique 


responsibility, and that is for the

But we no longer have the great 
reservoir we once had of our 
religion, our culture, and our 
faith. We lost much of that when 
six-million Jews perished in 
the Holocaust." 


_ Kennedy didn't take his eyes 
off me and I went on: ‘And if I 
am right, then what is written on 
the wall for us is ‘Beware of los- 
ing your sovereignty again, for 
this time you may lose it 
forever.’ If that should happen, 
then my generatibn would go 
down in history as the genera- 
tion that made Israel] sovereign 
again, but didn't know how to 
hold on to that independence.” 
When I finished, Kennedy 
leaned over to me. He took my 
hand, looked into my eyes and 
said very solemnly, “I under- 


stand, Mrs. Meir. Dan’t worry, 
to Israel.” 


And I think that he did truly un- 
derstand. ᾿

Before we went into dinner, I 
spotted de Gaulle (not a great 
feat, considering how he towered 
over everyone) at the other end, 
of the room. I was just con- 
sidering whether I ought t6 go 
over to him or not when he mov- 
ed in my direction. There was a 
great flurry all around. Who was 
‘de Gaulle going to?

‘He never goes over to 
anyone himself; people are

It was like the Red Sea 
parting so that the Children of 
Israel could get through: De 
Gaulle walked straight ahead 
and everyone scuttled out of his 
way. I almost fell over when he

bowed. It made an enormous im- 
pression on everyone, but most 
of all on me. 

In the course of time, I even 
became very good friends with 
Couve de Murville, who used to 
tell me that de Gaulle had a soft 
spot ih his heart for me. I only 
wish it had stayed that way, but 
we didn't do what he told us to do 
{which was to do nothing) in 
1967, and he never forgave us for 
that disobedience. 

.. In those dreadful days before 
the Six Day War he told Abba 
Eban that there were two things 


Israel should know: “If you are. 


in real danger, you can depend 
upon me; but if you move first, 
you will be destroyed, and you 
will bring a catastrophe on the 
entire world."" Well, de Gaulle 
was wrong. We weren't 
destroyed and there wasn't a 
world war, but our relationship 
with him — and with the French 
Government — was not the same 
from that day on. The same de 
Gaulle who, in 1961, toasted 
“Israel, our friend and ally," 
summed up his attitude towards 
the Jews after the Six Day War 
by describing us as ‘‘an elitist, 
self-confident and domineering 
people." 

The Six Day War itself — 
when, in June of 1967, Israel in- 


Sticted an even greater defeat on 


the Arab armies than in 1956 — 
Golda Meir lived through more 
or less on the side-lines. It was 


the only crucial moment of 
Israel’s history which found her 


out of office. Worn out by 80 
years of grinding responsibility: 
depressed -by the ever- 
increasing political squabbles 
inside Israel, and stricken in- 
creasingly by migraines, she had 
resigned at the end of 1965 from 
the government of Mr. Eshkol. 
Better, she told herself with 
characteristic candour, be a full- 
time grandmother than a part- 
time minister. - 

She was recalied ὃν Eshkol in 
1967 to organize the Ma’arach, or 
unified Israel Labour Party and 
then, in July of 1968 went into 
retirement again — this time, as 


she fondly hoped and believed,. - 


for good. But it was not to be. 
Her greatest task lay just ahead, 


I was now 70. Τὶ is not a sin to- 


be 70, but it is also no joke.

The situation at home, 
however, hadn't progressed 
much.

. had lost in the Six Day War, 


were keeping up despite the 
cease-fire, a constant barrage of 
bombardments which underlin- 
ed their desire to open up full- 
scale hostilities again just as 
soon as they dared. ‘‘When the 
time comes, we will strike," 
Nasser roared. And in the spring 
of 1969, he launched what was to 
become known as his ‘war of at- 


. trition."”” 


Then on February 26,1969, my 
dear friend, Levi Hishkol, with 
whom I had worked for so many 
years and whom. had loved and 
admired so much, had a heart 
attack and died. I was at home 
alone when the news reached me 
and I sat by the phone for 
several minutes in a state of 
shock, I couldn’t imagine what 
would happen now, or who would 
take his place as Prime 
Minister. In Jerusalem, I went 
immediately to Eshkoi’s home. 
While the Cabinet met in an 
emergency session, I sat in 
someone's office and waited for 
it to end so that I would know 
what had been decided about the 
,funeral arrangements. As I sat: 
there, an Israeli newspaperman 
‘came in, : 

“I know how you must feel," 
he said to me. ‘But I have just 
come from the Enesset. 
Everyone says there is only one 
solution. Golda must come 
back.” 

“I don’t know what you are 
talking about,” I answered 
furtously. “This is no time to talk 
politics. Please, please go 
away." ἢ 

“Well,” he said, “ΣΩΥ editor 
wants to know where you'll be 
tonight. He wants to talk to 
you.”’ ᾿ 

“Look,” I said, ‘I don’t know 
anything and I don’t want to 
know anything. I just want you 
to leave me alone.” - 

Then tawards evening, I 
returned to Tel Aviv. At about 10 
p.m., the editor rang my 
doorbell. “I come to tell you,” he 
said, ‘that everybody has decid- 
ed that you must take Eshkol’s 
place." 

If I had been in a different 
mood, I might have reminded 
him then and there that in a re- 
cent poll, when the public was 
asked about its choice of the next 
Prime Minister, I had won 
exactly three per cent. of the 
votes, which was all right by me 
but not what one would call a 
landslide! The greatest number 
of votes had been received by the 
Defence Minister, and hero of 
the Six Day War, Moshe Dayan. 
But I was in no frame of mind to 
discuss the matter, ‘‘Eshkol isn’t 
even buried yet,'’ I said to the 
editor. ‘“How can you talk to me 
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about these things," and I sent 
him away. ee:

_ Patty Hearst says she 
was tortured, feared 


SAN FRANCISCO. — Newspaper 
helreas Patricia Hearst, 21, sald 
yesterday she had been kept in a 
closet by her kidnappers and fear- 
ed she was going insane, She told 
her story for the first time in an 
affidavit filed with the Federal 
Court, 

U.S. District Court Judge Oliver 
Carter appointed three psychiatrists 


.to0 conduct a mental examination 


of Patricia Hearst to determine 
whether she is mentally able to be 


cross-examined by prosecutors about . 


the affidavit, submitted in a bid to 
win her freedom on bail. 

The judge put off any decision 
on releasing Hearst from jail until 
the completion of her mental ex- 
amination and a further hearing 
on the affidiavit. 

Hearst, one of the nation’s. most 
sought-after fugitives, was arrested 
last Thursday in San Francisco 
after a 19-month search. 

Carter turned down a motion by 
Hearst's attorneys to have her ex- 
amined by a psychiatrist of thelr 
choosing. 

The defence lawyers said they 
would argue she was “insane and 
brainwashed" during her 19 months 
underground. She is mentally “too 
fragile to submit to cross-examina- 
tion at this Polat per attorney, 
Terence Hallinan, sai 

In the affidavit fled with the 
court and published in her father's 
“San Francisco Examiner,” Hearst 
said she lived in a “fantasy world” 
during her kidnapping by the Sym- 
bionese Liberation Army. 

“Her recollection of everything 
that transpired from shortly after 
the bank incident up to the time 
that she was arrested has been as 
though she lived in a fog in which 
she was confused, still unable to 
distinguish between actuality and 
fantasy, and in a perpetual state 
of terror,” the affidavit said. 

‘Hearst faces 22 separate felony 
charges, including kidnapping, rob-~ 
ery, bank robbery and assault with 
a deadly weapon. 

“In my view, the affidavit criea 
for some sort of examination,” Car- 
ter said. “Inherent is the claim she 
was mentally incompetent in that 
period of tirne, and the question is: 
‘Is she still mentally incompen- 
δα" 

In the affidavit Hearst says she 
was Jocked in a closet and cons. 
tantly threatened with death, She 
said she was forced at gunpoint to 
participate in the April 15, 1974, 
robbery of a bank in San Francisco.

Saigon moves 
to end hidden

BANGKOK (AP). — Saigon radio 
announced yesterday the money of 
the old government will be con- 
verted to new curreney with indi- 
viduals allowed to change a max- 

imum of 520. 

The provisional revolutionary gov- 
ernment said in the announcement: 
“For living expenses, married 
couples are allowed to exchange not 
more than ‘100,000 piastres ($132) 
and individuals 15,000 ($20.).” 

The move comes almost five 
months after the Communist cap- 
ture of South Vietnam. The conver- 
Sion, according to the radio broad- 
cast monitcred here, is designed to 
“promote production, spread the cir- 
culation of goods and to reinforce 
the management of national ¢co- 
nomics.” 

Old money will be exchanged at 
one new plastre for 500 old piastres. 
After the conversion, for which no 
date was given, it will be forbidden 
to circulate large denomination 
notes of the old regime, the radio 
sald. 


An 18-hour conversion period will 
be announced. The regulations ap- 
ply to foreign residents as well, the 
radio said. 

The currency conversion is ex- 
pected to wipe out fortunes hidden 
in homes by the middle and upper 
classes. 


She was unable to distinguish be- 
tween what was real and what was 
imaginary.

Hearst told of her Berkeley home 
being “invaded” by two men and a 
woman on February 4, 1974, and of 
her abductors attempting fo drag 
her outside, She said her fiance, 
Steven Weed, tried to interfere and 
was “thrown to the ground, and 
as she believed stabbed by one of 
the intruders." 

She said she “screamed and at- 
tempted to free herself but was 
overpowered, thrown an her face 
to the floor, a geg was put upon 
her mouth, her arms were pulled 
behind her back and tied, and her 
eyes were blindfolded.” 

According to the affidavit she was 
driven to a house and placed on the 
floor of a closet about two metres 
long and a metre wide, where she 
remained for several] days, with her 
hands bound, blindfolded. 

In the first 10 days of her im- 
prigsonment, the affidavit said, she 
was unable to eat and prevented 
from eliminating her body wastes. 

As to her participation in the bank 
robbery, two months after the kid- 
napping, the affidavit says she was 
“put in an automobile and taken to 
a site, which she now understands 
was a branch of the Hibernia Bank. 
She was given a gun and directed 
to stand about in the centre of the 
bank counter. 

“Meanwhile, one of her captors, 
armed with a gun which was kept 
pointed at her, kept an eye on her 
and had told her in advance that 
if she made one false move or did 
anything except announce her name, 
she would be killed immediately. 

“When she was taken back to 
captivity, she was told by them that 
she was now guilty of bank robbery 
and murder and that the FBI would 
shoot her on sight. In her dis- 
ordered and frightened mind, this 
appeared to be probable: and it was 
so insisted upon by the members 
of the gang that she came to be- 
lieve it.” (AP, UPI) 


Lennon expulsion 
from U.S. stayed 


WASHINGTON (AP). -- The de- 
portation action against British rock 
star-dohn Lennon, a former mem- 
ber of the Beatles, has been tem- 
porarily discontinued,, the Immigra- 
tion and Naturalization Service said 
yesterday. 

However, the action may be re- 
sumed at any time. 

‘The delay was granted on humani- 
tarian grounds because Lennon's 
wife Yoko Ono is expecting a child 
soon, the announcement said. 

Mrs. Lennon would be placed in 
jeopardy if she were to be moved 
at this time or if her husband 
were forced to leave the U.S. with- 
out her, the Immigration Service 
added. 

It said that a petition to review 
Lennon's deportation order remains 
on file in the U.S. Court of Appeals 
in New York. His deportation has 
been stayed pending a disposition 
of that review. 

Lennon entered the U.S. as a 
visitor in August 1971 and was au- 
thorized to remain through Feb- 
ruary 1972. A permanent residence 
permit had been ruled ineligible 
because of a previous conviction in 
England for possession of marijuana. 

When Lennon failed to leave the 
U.S. following notification that his 
authorized visit had expired, de- 
portation proceedings were started 
against him, and he has fought it 
ver since on grounds that his ori- 
ginal marijuana conviction was in- 


valid.

“INDUSTRIBS (IAI), the coun- 
try's largest and most 
sophisticated industria! con- 
cern, is in the news. Not long 
after the unveiling of its 
newest technological triumph, 
the Kfir warplane, a dispute 
broke out within the staff — 
that has assumed serious 
proportions. 

ἘΠῚ Ben-Shmuel, δ. iemibor 
of the workers’ committee, 
has accused the committee's 
veteran chairman, Shmuel 
Kishales, of innumerable 
irregularities. They range 
from the receipt of kick-backs 
to allegations that he 
tampered with the inventory 
of Shaal, a discount store 
ereated for the personnel. 

The workers’ committee is 
nominated by the workers’ 
eouncil. The council has a 
scrutiny committee. Ben- 
Shmuel's .compiaints were 
referred to this scrutiny com- 
mittee. - 

Mr. Al Schwimmer, the 
Managing Director, who has 
never had to face a strike 
since the vast enterprise that 
was his brain-child was found- 
ed (it now employs 18,500. 
workers), was vexed at the 
turmoil created by this am- 
bitious would-be reformer. He 
asked Ben-Shmuel, now that 
his accusations had been sub- 
mitted to the proper 
authorities, to desist from 
trouble-m: 

Meanwhile the scrutiny 
committee found Ben- 
Shmuel's accusations 
baseless. A council meeting 
expressed its confidence in 
Kishales by an overwhelming 
majority of 59 votes, out of 61 
present. It decided to suspend 
Ben-Shmue] from mem- 
bership in the workers’ 
committee. The vote was 44 
favouring suspension, 13 
against and four abstentions. 

Mr. Ben-Shmuel did not 
take this counter-offensive ly- 
ing down. He got himself in- 
terviewed over the radio, 
spoke to newsmen, made his 
views public. Appalled at the 
developing strife and the 
welter of accusations conjured 
up, Schwimmer decided to 
fire Ben-Shmuel. The 
workers’ council gave its con- 
sent. So (a few days ago) did 
the Board of the company. 

But Ben-Shmuel queries the 
council’s legitimacy and its

were falsified, he alleges. And 
two of the men in charge of 
checking the votes did indeed 
testify that they had tampered 
with the ballots. 

Given that management 
was siding with Kishales and 
the council, Ben-Shmuel 
directed his fire at the bosses 
too. He revealed that 
employed personne! in IAI 
had done building and repair 
work in the private home 
of Asher Ben-Yosef, 
Schwimmer's second-in- 
command. Knesset member 
Akiva Nof, of the Opposition, 
made much of this stricture in 
a TV interview. And Ben- 
Shmuel promises more sen- 
Sations. 


THE SITUATION is tem- 
porarily at a standstill, 
Ben-Shmuel has  challeng- 

ed his dismissal before a comet 
of law. Both‘sides to the argu- 
ment agreed, in the presence 
of the judge, to let the 
Histadrut decide. The 
Histadrut appointed a high- 
level committee to adjudicate, 
consisting of Shmuel Zhitelny, 
Haim Bernstein (head of the 
Civil Servants’ Union) and 
Shimon Gillman. 

The second charge, that the 
elections to the workers’ coun- 
cil in 1973 were fraudulent, 
was referred to the 
Histadrut's Control Com- 
mittee, and by the Histadrut 
to the Attorney-General, who 
has commissioned a police 
enquiry. The police is also in- 
vestigating Ben-Shmuel’s 
separate complaint, charging 
Kishales with embezzlement.

State bank rejects interest rise 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 


The Bank of Israel will not in- 
crease the interest rate on short- 
term bonds, Dr. Meir Het of the 


‘Bank of Israel told The sermon 


Post recently. 


’ Het noted several economists had 
said recently that growing liquidity 
deficits called for such an increase, 
which would force the banks to hike 
up their rates. However, since the 
banks had increased their rates in- 
dependently, there was no need for 
such a move by the Bank of Israel. 


He disagreed with supporters of 
the higher rate who felt it would in- 
crease government revenues, which 
are declining in part because of the 
drop in sales of index-linked bonds. 

Het pointed out that when inflation 


. Sains momentum, as it did in 1974, 


purchases of short-term bonds do not 
@ecline immediately, and when in- 
ation is low, they will not increase 
immediately. The population cannot 
be expected to change its savings 
Patterns very quickly and switch 
from linked bonds to short-term 
bonds, he concluded. 


Makhteshim to collaborate 
with Weizmann Institute 


REHOVOT. — “A large percentage 
of the products to be produced at the 
Makhteshim Company's new $40- 
falition chemical complex now being

Beersheba will be based on Weiz- 


imam institute ” according 
to Institute Prof. David Vofsi who 
has just returned to Weizmann after 
serving for a year as-Makhteshim’s 
Director of Research. 

Prof. Votsi, head of the Weizmann 
Institute's Plastics Research 
Department, went onto point out 
that the Institute has been 


collaborating with Makhteshim --- 


now a division of Koor Chemicals — 
since the company's foundation in 
1952, , 

it was, for instance, Weizmann 
Institute scientists at the Depart- 


-ment of Plastics Research who 


developed the first polyethylene ar- 
tificia] wax for protecting citrus fruit 
destined for export. Known as TAG, 
ἃ product which has been manufac- 
tured by Makhteshim for over 
twelve years now, the Israeli inven- 
tion is superior to natural resins used 
for this purpose and is, therefore, 
used extensively on Jaffa fruit. The 
coatng also gives the orange or 
grapefruit 2 lustrous appearance 
and improves consumer appeal. 
“Now," Prof. Votsi explained, ‘we 
have the following working 
arrangement: research on the basic 
aspects of ideas originating in our 
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@epastment' are conducted in 
Rehovot. At the stage that requires 
upscaling our laboratory-developed 
process to industrial dimensions, we 
transfer our know-how to Beersheba 
where development work leading to 
construction of 8 pilot plant ensues.

A gripping view of

The Godfather, Part H (Alienby 
and Peer, Tel Aviv; Orgil and Ron, 
Jerusalem; Armon, Haifa) is, like 
the first film, based on the novel by 
Mario Puzo and directed by Francis 
Ford Coppola, who collaborated with 
the author on the scenario. It is an 
enthralling picture, if a little over- 
long. 

The first part opened with a party 
for the wedding of the daughter of 
Don Vito, the Godfather; the seque! 
also starts with a party, this time 
celebrating the first communion of 
Anthony, son of Michael Corleone 
{again played by Al Pacino) who in- 
herited the Mafia empire from his 
father, Don Vito. During the 
festivities Michael is occupied with 
settling family problems — the 
womenfolk are no longer as docile as 
they were — and in setting up new 
business deals, notably a huge 
casino-hotel project in Cuba. 

The story of Michael Corleone is 
interwoven with scenes from Don 
Vito's childhood in Sicily and as a 
poor immigrant in New York. He is 
shown taking naturally to a life of 
crime, and, by a system of cold- 
blooded intimidation and ‘‘favours,’” 
earning that power and respect 
which made him into the feared God- 
father. Robert de Niro gives an 
outstanding performance as’ the 
young Don Vito (it gained him an 
eke aloof, self-contained, and.

WHAT'S IN. A NAME? Quite a lot, 
judging by the howls of glee with 
which a number of readers pounced 
on the misprint in my answers to the 
Nostalgia Quiz last month. 
Schnozzle Durante’s famous 
signing-off line, “Good-night, Mrs. 
Calabash, wherever you are,"' 
appeared to be directed to a hitherto 
unsuspected Mrs. Caliban. I traced 
the trouble to a keyboard operator 
whose mother teaches English Lit. 
It’s all very well the Bard dismiss- 
ing the importance of names. In fact, 
they've always been associated with 
mystical power and their giving has 
been a jealously-guarded religious 
function. Practitioners of the occult 
invoked spirits by calling them by 
name and, conversely, names could 
be ‘‘stolen'’ to damage the 


possessor, so that in primitive. ἡ 


societies a man’s real name would 
be kept secret. 

Even in fairy-tales we find 
atavistice (I got that word from 
Elizabeth Taylor, who seems to be 
very fond of it) traces of the power of 
names. You may remember that when 
Rumpelstiltskin'’s name was reveal- 
ed, he was divested of all his power. I 
can only imagine that he was then 
reduced to answering one of those 
ads which run: "Weak men, get 
vigaur! Send fourpence for our free 
booklet." 


THERE'S A CERTAIN amount of 
poetry in place-names, as Walt Whit- 
man discovered to our cost. A couple 
of lines from his ‘Starting from 
Paumanok" will give you the idea: 
““Okonee, Koosa, Ottawa, 
Monongahela, Sauk, Natchez, Chat- 
tahoochee, Kaqueta, Oronaco, 
Wabash, Miami, Saginaw, 
Chippewa, Oshkosh, Walla-Walla.”" 

It certainly saves on verbs and 
other parts of speech. All the old boy 
needed was a gazetteer and a cer- 
tain amount of enthusiasm. i 

I myself developed the required 
amount of enthusiasm for place 
names while travelling around Bri- 
tain and Ireland recently. Jt was 
sparked off, Initially, by the moun- 
tain range in Kerry called 
Macgilicuddy's Reeks. Feeling 
positively inspired, I went zig- 
zagging around the country to take 
in Ballybunion, Stepaside, 
Twomileborris and Portmuck. 

Sometimes there was an unex- 
pected dividend, I found myself in 
Port Laoighise and asked a waitress 
how it was pronounced. ‘'Well,"" she | 
said warily, ‘‘It’s really ‘Port Leesh' 
‘but people call it “Lousy’."” 

‘Things were even more ΓΟΥ͂Ν 
in England itself. Near Durham, I 
came across a village called Pity Me 
and another called Quaking Houses 
while nearby, for good measure, 
there was a sign: ‘“The Hustledown 
Sewage Disposal Works." 

Covering the country from North 
to South and from Hast to West I 
managed to find, without even exer- 
ting myself, Bodicote, Fockerby, 
Piddie, Wetwang, Feock, Woolfar- 
disworthy, Puckle, Mousehole, 
Wookey and, within a stone's throw 
of my birthplace. Mumps. There 
were endless double-barreled 
names: West Wittering, Middle 
Wallop, Long Itchington, Steeple
